PLAINTIFF’S CASE. 


Opening the case for the plaintiff, Mr. Fitz- 
Gerald Said that it was not a political action. 
rhe plaintiff and Mr. Carty were followers of 
President de Valera, and Mr. Roddy was a 
Supporter of Mr. Cosgrave and his colleagues 
and General O’Duffy The letter which con- 
tained the tibel was of such a character that 
Mr. Roddy’s own editor said that he could not 
‘wage it in full, and he substituted asterisks 
or some of the passages. The plaintiff was an 
Alderman of the Sligo Corporation since 1918. 

‘The facts of the case they were trying, Mr. 
FitzGerald said, disclosed that a most dis- 
graceful intrigue was endeavoured to be 
entered into by very prominent people in the 
town of Sligo for the purpose of nobbling not 
only the Minister for Local Government, but 
the Appointments Commissioners themselves, 
who were presided over by the Speaker of the 
Dail, in connection with the appointment of a 
Town Clerk for Sligo. Alderman Nevin, in 
his references to Mr. Carty, did not go even 
so far as Mr. Carty, unfortunately for himself, 
had to go. All that Alderman Nevin said 
about Mr. Carty was that he had introduced 
to the Minister for Local Government a clergy- 
man of great eminence, Canon O’Beirne, the 
Administrator of Sligo, for the purpose of 
persuading Mr. Sean T. O'Kelly and, if neces. 
sary, the Appointments Commissioners them- 
selves, that a gentleman named Bradshaw, 
who had been appointed temporary Town Clerk 
of Sligo, was not a fit person for the perma- 
nent position, and the only black mark against 
him was that he belonged to a religious body 
to which the majority of the AR CN of this 
country did not belong—that he was a 
Protestant. As a Catholic representing 
Catholics, he (Mr. FitzGerald) reprobated the 
suggestion that any appeal should be made by 
any responsible person through a deputy of 
the people or through a Minister for the pur- 
pose of depriving any man of his just rights 
because of his religious beliefs. se 

Counsel, having read the letter containing 
the alleged libel, commented on the number 
of ““sinister ” blanks in it, and said that 
although Mr. Carty “ spoke ” of the Commis- 
sioners as being an autonomous body, he did 
not hesitate to introduce a deputation to the 
Minister to try and get him to influence the 
Comniissioners. He claimed to be a member 
of a party that. claimed for itself absolute 
purity in public life; and while he (counsel) 
was prepared to admit that Fresident de 
Valera and his colleagues had striven towards 
this end, he protested against Mr. Carty 
having taken these steps in this case and 
talking about ‘* perverted :nentality.’’ 


SUBSTANTIAL DAMAGES. 


Mr. Fitzgerald, asking for substantial 
damages for his client, said that Mr. Carty 
had, by his action, demeaned and disgraced 
himself inthe position that he held, through 
the good-will of the people of Sligo, as one 
of their parliamentary representatives. 

The first witness called was Mr. R. G. 
Bradshaw. He was examined by Mr. Car- 
son, who began his examination by asking ' 
“You are Acting Town Clerk of Sligo?”’ 
But the witness corrected counsel by stating, 
‘Town Clerk of Sligo.” 

The witness gave evidence from the min- 
utes of the Town Clerkship of Sligo becom- 
ing vacant in 1933, his appointment as tem- 
porary Town Clerk, and the refusal of the 
local Government -Department to appoint 
him to the permanent position. He also pro- 
duced the “ minute” appointing a deputa- 
tion to wait on President de Valera in refer- 
ence to the selection of Mr. O’Higgins by 
the Appointments Commissioners for the 
position of Town Clerk. 

In cross-examination by Mr. Geoghegan. 
Mr. Bradshaw said that he still claimed to 
be the Town Clerk of Sligo. 

Mr. Geoghegan Notwithstanding the High 
Court decision of last week, directing the 
Sligo Corporation to give effect to the statu- 
tory recommendation of the local Appoint 
ments Commissioners and appoint sr. 
O’ Higgins Town Clerk? 

The witness said that he claimed never te 
have been removed from the office of tem- 
porary Town Clerk, and at the a of six 
months from that appointment he became 
Town Clerk, and had occupied that office 
since. He added that there ‘‘ very defini- 
tely’? would be an appeal from the High 
Court decision on the mandamus proceedings. 

Having been asked by Mr. Justice Hanna 
whether he still “held the fort” in Sligo, 
the witness answered in the affirmative. 

Mr. Justice Hanna—And what about the 
other gentleman?—He stil] holds the fort in 
his office, where he holds the position of ac- 
countant of Cavan’ County Council. 

Answering further questions by Mr. 
Geoghegan, the witness said that 1t was not 
at his instigation that the deputation went 
to the President of the Executive Council 
to endeavour to have the decision of the 
Local Appointments Commissioners over- 
ruled, but they went there in his interest. 

Mr. Justice Hanna asked if this was not 
contrary to the whole principle of the Act, 
and the witness said that he believed it had 
been done on other occasions. Mesa:

With regard to the ter, addréssed the 
Mu | Rev. Canon OF Betone to the Chitika 
of the Local Appbigtmegts Commission, the 
Commissioners, *in the Gotrse of their report, 
say :—-‘‘ The Chairman of the Commissioners 
desires to state that he received a ‘letter 
enclosed by the Mitistér, that he ¢onmenced

he immediately tore it up and’ put it in the 
wastepaper basket. 

“ The Chairman, moreover, desires to state 
emphatically that he did not at the time know 
the name of the correspondent, to whose 
identity he could only swear by virtue of 
information gleaned subsequent to the selec- 
tion, that he did not communicate the fact 
of having received a letter to either of his 
fellow-Commissioners or to any member of 
the Interview Board, and that the letter did 
not have, and could not in the circumstances 
have had. any influence whatsoever on the 
making of the appointment.’’ 


PREMATURE DISCLOSURE. 

With reference to the alléged premature 
disclosure of the recommendations made by 
the Commissioners, the letter from the Pre- 
sident quoted a report from. the Commis- 
sioners stating :—‘‘ It is a matter much to be 
regretted, but it obviously did not affect 
the placing of the candidates. The Commis- 
sioners wish to state that they have every 
confidence in the staff of the Commission, 
and they feel sure that such disclosure does 
not take place through the office of the Com- 
mission,”’ | 

In regard to the alleged offer of a bribe 
the President's letter stated :— 

“The charge that a bribe of £50 was 
offered apparently to a member or members 
of the Corporation on behalf of one of the 
recommended candidates appears to be a 
matter for legal proceedings. If the charge 
were proved the candidate involved would 
presumably be disqualified. The President 
would be glad to see this matter investi- 
gated, as it ought to be, by a court of law. 
He wishes to point out, however, that it does 
not affect the questions at issue in relation to 
the recommendations of the Local Appoint- 
ments Commission.” 

The letter continued :—‘‘ In order to comply 
with the request of the Corporation and to 
set up a tribunal of inquiry with power to 
take evidence on oath it would be necessary, 
in the first instance, to obtain the authority 
of the Dail and Seanad. —Having carefully 
considered the statements submitted on 
behalf of Sligo Corporation and_ the 
replies thereto received from the Local 
Appointments Commission and Selection 
Board, the President is of opinion that no 
reason could be advanced which would con- 
vince the Oireachtas that such a tribunal 
would be justified. Furthermore, he is of 
opinion that the.Commission and the Selec- 
tion Board did their work in this matter 
fairly and conscientiously, and that there is 
no ground whatsoever for the allegations 
made against them. In this connection the 
President observes that it has not been sug- 
gested that the person who was finally 
recommended by the Commission for appoint- 
ment is not the best qualified candidate.” 

Mr. Geoghegan—After the President's 
letter, you still believe you were treated 


unfairly ?—Yes, and there are many persons, 
in Shgo who still believe the same thing. * 


Was it the Selection Board or the Appoint- 
ments Commissioners that treated you 
unfairly’—I cannot tell you, but one of 
them did it unfairly. 


“BRING HIS COFFIN.” 

In cross-examination by Mr. Costello the 
witness said that when he was appointed 
temporary Town Clerk, the assistant Town 
Clerk was passed over, but he did not agree 
that this created surprise. 

Mr. Costello—Was it stated by one of 
your supporters at a council meeting ‘‘ that 
the man who comes in here as Town Clerk 
will be a scab,” and did another say : “ Let 
him bring his coffin with ham?” 

The witness answered that that 
investigated by the Guards at the time. 

Alderman Michael Nevin, in evidence, said 
that all through he had been a supporter of 
Mr. Bradshaw for the office of Town Clerk. 
Mr. Bradshaw’s first public appointment was 
when he was selected. to act temporarily as 
Town Clerk in 1932. At one time Mr. Brad- 
shaw was editor of the Connachtman. When 
that closed down he was a Civil Service 
tutor, and before his temporary appointment 
in Sligo, he was a private teacher. 

Asked about the names of the candidates 
recommended by the Appointments Com- 
missioners for the permanent office of ‘Town 
Clerk, the Alderman stated that he knew 
them ten days before the official list was 
received from the Commissioners. 

Mr. Fitzgerald—Can you state from what 
source this marvellously accurate forecast 
emanated ?—I heard it first from Peadar 
Glynn, of Chapel street, and I think he 
heard it from Edward McDonagh, of The 
Mall. :

ADMITTED TO PROBATE. 


(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE SULLIVAN.) 


Valentine Seymour Clarke, of Cloghan, 
Offaly, claimed, as executor, to establish the 
will of the 28th June, 1930, and two codicils 
of the 27th September, 1930, and 18th 
October, 1930, of his sister, the late Mrs. 
Gertrude Madeline Bailey, a widow, of Sea- 
view House, Clontarf. The will was opposed 
on the three usual statutory grounds by 
Lionel Somerset Bailev, of 29 Victoria 
Villas, Malahide road, Dublin, a son of the 
testatrix, who, however, served notice with 
his defence that it was his intention. only to 
have cross-examined the witnesses produced 
in support of the will. 

Mr. J. S. H. Russell (instructed by Messrs. 
Adam Mitchell and Son) appeared for the 
plaintiff, and Mr. T, F. Bacon (instructed by 
Messrs. J. C. O’Meagher and Son) for the 
defendant. 

The defendant, said Mr. Russell, was not 
named in the wili, but would take an interest 
in the estate under the first codicil if he 
survived his sister. 

Evidence having been given regarding the 
making and the execution of the will and 
the codicils and of the testamentary capacity 
of the testatrix, 

Mr. Justice Sullivan said that he was 
quite satisfied that the will and the codicils 
were duly executed according to the statute, 
and he admitted all the documents to probate. 

The plaintiff was allowed his costs as 
execvfor’s costs, and, by agreement, the 
defendant was allowed twenty-five guineas 
costs.

WATERFORD BREACH 
OF PROMISE ACTION.

(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE SULLIVAN.) 
i N action of Miss Catherine Ryan, of 


Nire Vale, Ballymacarberrv, Co. 
Waterford, against Michael Nugent, a 
farmer, of Deerpark, Ballymacarberry, was 
listed for the assessment of damages. The 
plaintiff claimed damages for breach of pro- 
mise of marriage. There was no defence to 
the action, and judgment had already been 
obtained against the defendant. 
Mr. Kingsmill Moore (instructed by Mr. 
Henry Shannon) appeared for the plaintiff. 
There was no appearance for the defendant. 
The plaintiff, said Mr. Kingsmill Moore, 
opening the case, was now forty years old 
and was employed as a housekeeper at Bally- 
macarberry. She had known the defendant 
for sixteen or seventeen years, and on Easter 
Sunday of 1929 the courtship began, and was 
clinched on the 18th December, 1929, when 
the defendant gave the plaintiff a very nice 
engagement ring. The parties continued to 
be bhas on the best, of www until 
December of last year, and then the de- 
fendant broke off the engagement on the 
rather feeble pretext that the plaintiff had 


been a bit late in meeting him. The plaintiff 


was late on that occasion because she had 
been cooking and making preparations on 
behalf of her employer, who was entertain- 
ing some members of the United Ireland 
Party, and the defendant told her that she 
‘thought of nothing but those Blue Shirts.’’ 
The real reason for breaking off the engage- 
ment was that the defendant had contracted 
himself to a fairly wealthy neighbouring 
farmer’s daughter, whom he married on the 
26th of last January. ‘The defendant was 
the only son of a farmer who was well off, 
and defendant and his wife were now living 
with him. The plaintiff had had two offers 
of marriage while she was engaged to the 
defendant, and out of loyalty to the defendant 
she would not accept either of them. 


A VOW. 


The plaintiff gave evidence. bearing out 
her counsel’s statement. The defendant, she 
said, was over thirty years old. The de- 
fendant and she used to walk out together 
every night, and about six months after she 
met him he said he would marry her, and 
she had to vow that she would not marry 
anybody else. He gave her an engagement 
ring, a gold wristlet watch and other presents 
from time to time. 

Speaking of the occasion on which, she 
said, her employer was entertaining members 
of the United Ireland Party, she said that 
she was half an hour late in meeting the 
defendant on that night. Defendant was very 
annoyed, and when she told him that she 
was getting supper ready for the party he 
told her that she thought of nothing but 
those Blue Shirts. He walked away, and 
never since came to see her. She wrote to 
him and apologised, but he did not reply. 
He had since married another girl. Witness 
had had two offers of marriage while she 
was engaged, one from a man who was very 
well off and the other from a tradesman, 
but she said she would not break her engage- 
ment. 


AN OBVIOUS PRETEXT. 


Mr. Justice Sullivan said that the defendant 
had acted very badly. The defendant, 
having become engaged to the plaintiff in 
December, 1929, and continued the engage- 
ment up to last December, broke it off on 
what, to his mind, was an obvious pretext. 
If the defendant were a man of very large 
means he would assess damages at a very 
large amount against him, but the defendant 
‘did not appear to have independent means. 
At the same time, he must give fairly sub- 
stantial damages against him, and while a 
sum of £550 did not, in his opinion, fairly 
estimate the loss that the plaintiff had sus- 
tained by this breach of promise of marriage, 
it was a sum that, he thought, the defendant 
ought to be able to pay. Accordingly, he 
assessed damages at £350. :

(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE HANNA.) 


A settlement was announced in an action 
of Miss Sheila O'Reilly, a Queen’s Jubilee 
nurse, of Lady’s Well street, Cashel, against 
the County Tipperary (South Riding) Board 
of Health and Public Assistance. The plain- 
tiff claimed .damages for personal injuries 
recetved while in an ambulance the property 
of the defendants. It appeared that she 
had accompanied a patient from Cashel to 
Cork on the 17th September of last year, and 
was returning in the ambulance to Cashel 
when a collision took place between the 
ambulance and a taxi-cab, and she was 
seriously injured.

Dublin’s Rivers. 


I wonder how many people would be able 
to name off-hand the rivers which flow 
through the City of Dublin. The Liffey, 
Dodder, Tolka and Poddle are familiar to 
all, but I fancy that the other three—the 
Camac, Bradogue and Swan—are’ not so 
well known, The Poddle, on the southern 
side, starts near the Green Hills, becomes 
a subterranean stream on entering the 
city, and finds its exit into the Liffey 
through the grating on Wellington quay.

Five times President of the College of 
Physicians, Sir Patrick was Physician- 
General to King William’s Army, and had 
a house in Skinner’s row, where many 
important people lived in those days. He 
seems to have had a decided sense of 
humour, as may be seen from the following 
prescription, written for General Ginkle’s 
secretary in 1691. Ginkle’s army was then 
somewhere in Connaught, and Sir Patrick 
wrote as follows :—‘‘ Sir, on Monday last I 
sent from Dublin to Athlone a box contain- 
ing two dozen bottles of the best claret I 
could get, and two dozen bottles of Chester 
ale. This box hath a lock and key. I 
have also sent a lesser box, in which there 
is a dozen and a half potted chickens in 
an earthen pot, and in another pot fowre 
green geese. This is the physic I advise 
you to take; I hope it will not be nauseous 
or disagreeable to your stomach—a little 
of it upon a march.”

Sales at Punchestown. 


Very likely this was the first time in 
thirty years that Oliver Dixon, the 
Reading buyer, missed the sales at 
Punchestown. He is in Rome. His place 
was taken, however, by his son, Mr. 
Howard Dixon, who acquired a few of the 
Jots offered by Captain Gerald Martin, 
acting for Goff’s. These sales are always 
an interesting feature of the Punchestown 
meeting. The proceedings opened on Tues- 
day with the sale of the hunt horses the 
property of the Hon. Lady McCalmont. 
These horses were hunted during the 
season by the Huntsman and the two 
Whips. In other words, they were used 
by the hunt servants, as the hunt horses 
are never hunted by the Master. On Tues- 
day Mr. Howard Dixon bought Well Read 
II. for 95 guineas, Knocklyon for £250, 
and Clonrock for £160.

salvage cargoes from ships sunk during 
the Great War. The Italian company 
which owns the Artiglio and the Arpino, 
now working off Kinsale and Clonakilty, 
has sent another salvage ship to recover 
the cargo from the British steamer Glen- 
artney, sunk off the coast of Tunis in 1918. 
The valuable part of the cargo of the 
Glenartney is the 600 tons of wolfranium 
which it was carrying. At current market 
prices this metal is worth about £1,000,000. 
Of course, the Artiglio was the ship 
which salvaged the Egypt, and one of the 
divers who was engaged in that work has 
gone to Tunis, where he will have to work 
at a depth of 800 feet below the surface 
to get at the Glenartney’s cargo. Special 
diving turrets have been constructed for 
the work, and they have already been 
tested down to 1,100 feet, so the divers 
are quite certain that their new job will 
present no great difficulties, and that they 
will have brought the wolfranium to the 
surface within a year. At the same time 
I hear that salvage has started again at 
Scapa Flow, and the crew of the Bertha 
hope to raise the battleship Bayern which 
rests upside down on the bottom of the 
sea. A new firm has taken on the work, 
but it will be recalled that the previous 
salvage workers in Scapa Flow and Gutter 
Sound raised no fewer than two battle- 
ships, four battle-cruisers, one cruiser, and 
twenty-five destroyers, all of which had 
been scuttled by their German crews at, 
the end of the War, in four years. After 
the Bayern has been raised, probably in 
July, there will still be on the bottom 
seven battleships, one battle-cruiser, and 


four cruisers. 


Popular Illusions. 


Possibly no creature suffers more on 
account of popular illusion than the 
ostrich. It is supposed to hide its head 
in the sand; to be able to digest any- 
thing; to act as a horse for little nigger 
boys; to have its feathers plucked out by 
the roots.

DISCHARGE OF RESERVISTS. 
Mr. BR MULCAHY (U.I., Nocta Dubhi:) 


asked the Minister for Defence why the ser- 
vices of Reservist Corporal Thomas 
Dowling, of Ballyduff, Kerry, and 
Private Patrick Bohun, Millstreet, Co.

to the circumstances of the State. It was 
much easier to criticise an instrument when 
1t was made or fashioned than it was to 
frame one, and the Constitution had been 
framed in such a way from the beginning that 
the present Government Party could have 
had representation in that Second House. 
They could have influenced electors, if they 
had so desired, at the first election to the 
Senate, five years after the Constitution was 
passed, and when the constituency for the 
election was the entire Free State. That 
election brought members into the Senate 
with far more votes than many members of 
the present Government received when they 
returned to the Dail. 

The present Government did not accept re- 
sponsibility or respect for the Constitution. 
but if they had a better instrument they could 
recommend a change that would mark some 
improvement on the instrument that had 
served the country for the last ten years, 
The Government represented that there was 
a mandate for the abolition of the Senate as 
at present constituted, but were the people 
told that a second chamber would not be in 
the Parliament here and that the judges and 
the Controller and Auditor-General of Public 
Accounts could be dispensed with by a single 
resolution of the Dail. These were anomalies 
that might arise, and that there was no ex- 
planation that there would be any security 
given, 


OTHER COUNTRIES. 

The Government had a bad name in con- 
nection with those that disagreed with them. 
What had they done with their political op- 
ponents? The first time they entered the Dail 
the present Vice-President used the word 
‘‘murder,’ and the second word they heard 
from these same members was the word 
‘traitor,’ but, said Mr. Cosgrave, pointing 
to the Government benches, “there is not a 
single man in that bench could stand over 
either of these two charges.’’ They had also 
the justification given by the present Muinis- 
trv for dispensing with the services of General 
O’Duffy, and that day they had the ex- 
planation of terminating the services of two 
reservists in the Army. .

‘The Government had 
never successfully negotiated with anybody. 
They were asked to do it and refused. 

How, he asked, was the Senate constituted 
in the beginning, and what was the reason for 
its inclusion in the Constitution.

Irish ple, not a passing whim of the 
momen That seemed to him (Professor 
O'Sullivan) to be one of the strongest points 
in its favour. He did not think that any 
person who had the welfare of the country 
at heart could have the slightest doubt as 
to where the President and his party were 
going. They were detertined that no 
obstacle should stand in their path; they 
were determined that the country should go 
down into a morass out of which there would 
be no possibility of escape. 

I have always been convinced, said Pro- 
fessor O'Sullivan, that the President can have 
no difficulty in proving to himself that the 
Irish people have no moral or constitutional 
right to dismiss him—he is there by right 
divine, and he is determined that the Irish 
people will recognise that right. They are 


not going to be allowed to change their 
minds. 


LIBERTY’S LAST MISTAKE. 

Liberty had made its “last disastrous 
mistake ” in the country, said Professor 
O'Sullivan, so far as the President and 
Government were concerned. | 

From Cromwell down to 
despots had followed the same path that 
the President was now threading. Tney had 
the finest ideals; they were incorruptible ; 
they sacrificed everybody, and in one case 
even their country for their ideals. That 
was what this country was having now. 
The present was only the culminating 
measure, ‘They were still having a dummy 
democracy masquerading with the rags of 
democracy. Precious little of the rags were 
left, and none would be left when the 
President was done. E 

Just as the President showed his anger 
with the Senate he dropped a hint or two 
to the Judges. 'They were also to be made the 
slaves of the Government. “The ore bulwark 
that stood betwee complete oppression of 
the individual by the Government was to 
be swept away. The judiciary was to be 
made the catspaw, the mere creature of the 
Government. That was one of the most 
serious implications of what was involved in 
this bill. If the judges did not toe the 
line of the party opposite, then short shrift 
for them. 

No man had done more to keep alive the 
dangerous revolutionary mentality than the 
President. He had played up to it in and 
out of office. Now he came along here with 
a revolutionary proposal and endeavoured to 


Robespierre 


cover it up by denouncing the revolutionary 


mentality; just as the President was march- 
ing towards dictatorship he was denouncing 
dictatorship. Was not the trick well known ? 
He was lulling the people into a false 
security. So long as the President could 
get legal sanction he was prepared to commit 
any crime against the Irish people, The 
road on which the Government were travel- 
ling led to economic destruction, and to the 
destruction of all their civil and political 
liberties. 


MEANING OF THE MEASURE. 
Mr. J. DILLON (U.I., Donegal) said that 


the President had advanced as a reason for 
the abolition of the Senate the fact that they 
must be saved the expenditure on that body, 
but the President seemed to forget that only 
a couple of weeks ago he had sponsored a 
proposal for the spending of ten times the 
cost of the Senate on the creation of a new 
army, the purpose of which nobody knew. 

Would President de Valera accept the con- 
tention that, if Mr. Cosgrave when President. 
had introduced a bill for inflating the currency 
that the Senate would have carried it? Be- 
cause the Senate had the power to suspend 
the operation of a bill for eighteen months, 
President de Valera wanted it abolished. 
What would the President think of him if 
he suggested that the people would embark 
on revolution because the President had gone 
back on the promises made at the election? 
To say that revolution was inevitable because 
the Senate held up a resolution of that House 
was lrtesponsible. Surely it was not good 
commonsense to abolish an existing institu- 
tion simply because it-was not perfect unless 
you had something better to take its place. 

That bill was introduced as a demonstration 
of the determination of the President to 
trample on anyone who barred his path. It 
was evident that President de Valera was 
inspired by the same spirit as inspired those 
who attacked his house last Saturday 
by pouring red paint over it. It was hum- 
iiiating to those who were once proud to be 
Irishmen. They had growing up amongst 
them people whose idea was to insult, in- 
timidate and tyrannise over their political 
opponents, and they had the President gradu- 
ally gathering to himself all the characteristics 
of a tinpot dictator. 

What had happened within the last few 
months would justify them in raising the 
question: whether Irish people are fit for 
democratic institutions—whether they were 
fit to rule themselves. 


PRESIDENT AS DICTATOR. 

The proposed radica] alteration in the Con- 
stitution should make it clear that the time 
had come when the people should be consulted 
as to whether they accepted the philosophy 
of the Government or that of Mr. Cosgrave. 
If de Valera was established as a Dictator 
he could perpetuate the Parliament as long as 
he liked, the independence of the judiciary 
could be haill he could destroy the 
department oí the Auditor-General, destroy 
currency and make slaves oí the people. The 
passage of that bill meant that the President 
could postpone the general election for all 
time if he wanted. It meant that there would 
be an effective dictatorship masquerading as 
a parliamentary institution. 


MINISTER'S SPEECH.

“THE GRANARDS AND THE 


JAMESONS.” 


Mr. LEMASS, Minister for Industry and 
Commerce, said that the political philosophy 
of the Opposition appeared to be that the pre- 
servation of democracy required that the 
Executive Council elected by the majority of 
the people must be subject to the veto of the 
minority. 

They were not moving in the matter merely 
for the purpose of facilitating the action of 
the Government in the present situation. 
Even if the Fianna [Fail Party went out of 
office at the next election any Government 
that came in would be entitled to carry out 
its will without obstruction by a minority 
such as the present Government had had. It 
was time that democracy in that country was 
taken out of the leading strings held by the 
minority. It there was to be a _ dictator- 
ship as a result of that measure it would be a 
dictatorship of the majority. 


A SENATE GROUP. 

The balance of power was held in the 
Senate by a group that. could not get one 
seat even under proportional representation 
at a general election. The Oppesition wanted 
to give that group an effective veto over 
majority representations. The Government 
would see to it that the Granards and the 
Jamesons would be no longer in a position 
to block the progress of the Irish nation. 

The SPEAKER—The Minister would be 
well advised not to mention the names*of 
the members of the Oireachtas. 

The MINISTER asked had Mr. Dillon any 
doubt about what*the verdict of the country 
would be in regard to the Senate. He might 
get a surprise if he asked the members of his 
own party for their views on the abolition 
of the Senate. There would be no delay in 
giving effect to some of the’ legislation of 
which members opposite expressed fears if 
the Government had a majority in the Senate. 
If that bill made the President a dictator, 
then Mr. Cosgrave, when President, was 
dictator for ten years. 

It was not the Senate which constituted 
a barrier to the Government. It was the 
minority which had a majority at the moment. 

If the previous Government had wanted to 
remove judges they could: have done so, as 
they had a majority in the other House. 
The power to remove judges was provided 
by the Constitution. If it became necessary 
in the minds of the Government to eXercise 
that power it would be exercised, Removals 


of the Controller and Auditor-General could 


be effected by legislation at the present time. 
The majority in that Parliament could enact 
any legislation that it liked That was a 
sovereign assembly. If legislation affecting 
bariks was required it would he introduced. 
If the Government wished to prolong the life 
of the Parliament the Senate could not stop 
it. because such a bill’ would become law 
long before the life of the Parliament nor- 
mally expired, ee a 
One matjer on which there had been a 
clear and unmistakeable verdict. by the 
people was in favour of the enactment of 
the present , bill. 


LABOUR LEADER'S VIEWS. 


Mr. NORTON (Labour, Kildare) said that, 
so far as the Labour Party was concerned. 
they would vote for that measure. In doing 
6 it, would be maintaining the stand which 


it adopted in 1922, and which was frequently 
expressed by members of the party, not 
merely in the House, but outside it. 

No deputy, he was convinced, helieved that 
the Senate was an effective check, so far as 
the democratic rights of the people were con- 
cerned, Never once during its twelve years 
of existence had the Senate shown itself to 
be the guardian of the people’s liberty or the 
defender of their rights. During those twelve 
years, it had been a recording machine or 
rubber stamp for the Cumann na nGaedheal 
Party. The stability of the State would be 
enhanced when the Senate was abolished. 

‘The Senate had failed lamentably to show 
that it was in any way a defender or guar- 
dian of the people, and its abolition, so far 
from imperilling the people’s liberties, would 
put them in a more secure position than 
ever before. 


THE REAL ISSUES. 
Mr. J. A. COSTELLO (U.I., County 


Dublin) said it was a matter for regret that 
the real and vital issues raised by the pro- 
Bas in this bill had been clouded by the 
rovernment speakers. If this bill had been 
brought forward in the proper spirit, and, if 
the question that the Dail had to consider 
was not whether this Senate should be 
abolished, but whether a Senate should or 
sheuld not exist; whether they should have 
a second chamber or not—if that were the 
question to be discussed they could have 
considered the matter calmly in the interests 
of getting a proper constitution for the 
State. y the introduction of this bill, 
however, the matter had been brought down 
to this, that, because the Government had 
come to the conclusion that the present 
Sergi niust go, therefore there must be ro 
Senate whatever; there must be no con- 
stitutional check or safeguard for impeding 
the encroachment by the Executive Council 
on the rights and liberties of the people. 

We hold no brief for the Senate as it is 
constituted at present, said Mr. Costello. 
We tried to get a better Constitution, we 
tried many tock and we are still open 
to consider any scheme put forward by the 
Government for a proper Senate, and for 
safeguarding the constitutional liberty of the 
people, but this bill to abolish the Senate, 
and all kinds of second chamber, is nothing 
but a bill to crystallise a fit of Presidential 
pique, because the President’s wish was 
frustrated by the Senate in throwing out 
the Blue Shirt Bill. 


THE OLD UNIONISTS. 

It had been insidiously spread throughout 
the country, said Mr, Costello, that it was 
the old Dublin Castle gang that was still 
running the Senate ma standing in 
the way of the progress of the people. 
Out of the thirty members of the Senate who 
voted against the Blue Shirt Bill there were 
ouly eight who could be held at any time 
to be Unionists, or to have held the opinions 
of the minority of the people of this country 
before the Treaty. The Blue Shirt Bill, there- 
fore, which caused the present measure to be 
introduced, was thrown out by people 
who had given very patriotic service to this 
tate, and not by ex-Unionists. 

‘‘l am not ashamed,’’ said Mr. Costello. 
“to make a public declaration in. this House 
that many of the people who gave the 
greatest public service—and unselfish service 
—are to be found in the ranks of those for- 
merly called Unionists, and who are 
numbered in the ranks of the minority. All 
they got was the ill-mannered taunts of the 
Minister for Industry and Commerce.” 

The present bill was alleged to be in fulfil- 
ment of a clear mandate from the people. 
Why did it take so long for the Iresident 
to fulfil the Government’s duties to the 
people? He could claim a mandate to 


abolish the Serate as at present constituted, 
but h: had no mandate to take away and 
uproot from the Constitution a Senate—to 
change the fundamental character of the 
country by turning parliamentary institutions 
from bicameral to unicameral institutions. 
Fifteen months had elapsed sin.» the Presi- 
dent's mandate, and they had r .ntime a bill 
dealing with the Senate, but there was not a 
word in that bill about abolishing the Senate. 
The President went back from the Senate on 
the night it had thrown out the Biue Shirt 
Bill, and next morning sent to the Attorney- 
General’s Department asking that the Parlia- 
mentary draughtsmen produce the long and 
short title of a bill te abolish the Senate. 
Yet it took until six o'clock in the afternoon 
to get that long and short title. It was, 
therefore, an ill-considered and ill-conceived 
measure. 


' PRESIDENT’S DESIRE. 

The President wanted to get rid of the law 
so that the League -.of Youth would not be 
able to advance in tlie way it had been 
advancing—strictly in accordance with the 
law and under the shelter and cloak of the 
law. That was the real truth of the bill, 
and the real reason why it was+rushed into 
the House in a fit of temper. Once the check 
was removed the Government could deprive 
the Oppesition—they could deprive the 
Labour Party, indeed—of the right to. exist 
as a poktical party within the law. 

Every act of the Government in the last 
two years had led to uncertainty and un- 
rest, and the result of the National Loan 
was a proof of that. Where were they going 
to get the money for the new industries, if 
they succeeded in getting new industries 
started? -What guarantee would the people 
have, even supporters of the Government, 
that if they put their money into industry 
that a Government elected by a snatch vote 
would not come in and wipe away the 
tariffs? What guarantee had people that 
their money might not be expropriated from 
them in half an hour by decree of the Dail?

Mr. HUGO FLINN  (F.F., Cork) said

It was also alleged that when the bill was 
passed the Government could treat the Courts 
with complete disrespect, but he asked what 
greater disrespect could the Courts be treated 
with than they had been treated with by the 
Cumann na nGaedheal Government.

TOWARDS A DICTATORSHIP. 
Dr. O'HIGGINS (U.1., Leix-Offaly) asked 
were the Government so ashamed of their bill 
that not one member of the party had dealt 
with it?

he Government had a mandate for removing 
unemployment, for producing better wages, 
for reducing taxation by two million pounds, 
for the de-rating of agricultural land, and the 
remitting of the annuities. What about al! 
these mandates? 

In Mayo last Sunday the Minister for 
Industry and Commerce, in a few words, 
had stated why the Senate had to go. It 
was not because it obstructed or interfered 
with the Government, but, in the words of 
the Minister ‘‘as it would not have the Blue 
Shirt Bill it would have the ‘shift’ bill.’’ 

He believed that the majority of the people 
regarded the Senate to-day as every bit as 
democratic as any parties of that assembly. 
That bill was intended to clear the road to a 
dictatorship. 


QUESTION AND REPLY, 


Mr. EAMONN DONNELLY (F.F., Leix- 
Offaly) paid a tribute to General O’Duffy 
for his work during the trouble before the 
Treaty.

THREE WORKMEN 
KILLED. 


TWENTY-EIGHT . OTHERS 
INJURED,

REE men were killed and 28 others 

injured following an escape of 
ammonia gas at a new ammonia refrigerat- 
ing plant at the Imperial Chemical Indus- 
tries factory at Billingham, Stockton-on- 
Tees, yesterday. 

A large number of workmen were 
engaged at the plant, and most of them 
were assisting in its construction when 
the accident occurred. 

The three men who lost their lives were 
killed outright when the fumes began to 
escape. Other men working in the 
vicinity immediately tried to get to safety, 
and some of them who were employed on 
constructional work at great heights were 
injured when they jumped to the ground. 

Altogether 28 men were injured, of 
whom nine were taken to hospital and 
nineteen were treated at the works. A 
number of the men affected by the fumes 
were restored by means of oxygen appa- 
ratus, artificial respiration and other 
means. 


THE DEAD MEN. 


The three men killed were:—Horace 
Anderson, of Billingham; William Craw- 
ford, of Stockton; Thomas William 
Robinson, of Billingham. All were 
married. 

Immediately after the accident all avail- 
able medical men and ambulances were 
sent for, and the nine men who were 
seriously injured were rushed to hospital. 
They are all seffering from ammonia gas 
poisoning.

Udall’s condition is stated to be serious, 
and John Thorn, Robert Blow, Charles 
Sadler and Joseph Sphell are also in a 
serious condition. 

One of the patients in hospital told a 
reporter that he was working at the place 
of the accident when he heard a loud 
hissing, like the steam of a locomotive. 

‘Then I saw confusion among the men, 
and I rushed to the scene to give what 
assistance Í could, but I was overcome, 
too, and had to be dragged away. Men 
were stumbling and staggering about, 
holding their hands before their eyes to 
protect them from the blue fumes, and 
crying in their agony.”’ 

There are about 8,000 men employed at 
the works, which cover an area of eight 
miles, 


OFFICIAL STATEMENT, 


The following official statement was 
issued by the management:— | 

“We deeply regret to report that a 
serious accident occurred at these works 
shortly after 3.30 o'clock, resulting in the 
deaths of three men. 

“ The men were all working on a new 
ammonia refrigerating plant, when a 
sudden and severe escape of ammonia 
occurred, which gassed them. 

“ The three men were killed outright, 
and the others, in jumping for safety, sus- 
tained more or less severe injuries.’’

FIVE hours’ meeting between officials 
of the Associated Irish Railway 
Companies and the three railway unions 
took place at the Irish Railway Clearing 
House, Dublin, yesterday. The purpose 
of the meeting was to discuss the present 
railway situation, and to determine what 
modifications, if any, should be made in 
the existing agreement covering wages and 
conditions. 

This agreement was made at the con- 
clusion of the stoppage on the \Northern 
and cross-border lines last year. It pro- 
vided for a reduction of 74 per cent. on 
the existing basic rates for the members 
of the Associated Society of Locomotive 
Engineers and Firemen, and for the con- 
ciliation grades in the National Union of 
Railwaymen, and for holidays without pay 
during the year 1933. 


CLERICAL GRADE. 


The reduction in wages in the case of the 
clerical and supervisory grades agreed 
upon was 10 per cent., but these employés 
received holidays with pay. 

It was arranged that these conditions 
would operate until May 1, 1934, and 
that from that date the clerical workers 
would suffer only the same red:uction as the 
other grades—namely, 74 per cent. ‘The 
other grades were to receive their .iolidays 
with pay in 1934. These arrangements, 
it was agreed, would be subject to review 
before May 1 of this year. Yesterday’s 
meeting was for this purpose. 

At the conclusion of the conference the 
following agreed statement was issued :—

These cases, it adds, are numerous, and 
include the American wheat and cotton 
loan, the proceeds of which had been used 
by the Chinese for anti-Japanese propa- 
ganda, 

Both America and European nations, 
continues the newspaper, are seizing the 
opportunity to supply munitions to China 
without paying attention to the Sino- 
Japanese situation or to the peace of the 
Far East. 


TREATY OBLIGATIONS.

A PROGRESSIVE DAIRY. | 


RAPID EXTENSION, 


EW dairies have made greater progress 
F during the past year and a half than 
that, of Messrs. Counihan Brothers at 
Connellmore, Newbridge, Co. Kildare. It was 
started in November, 19352, with a small 
round of twelve bottles per day, in addition 
to supplying milk to the Infant Aid Society. 
Six months later, the number of private 
orders had increased to 200 bottles per day, 
while a further 200 bottles of milk were sup- 
lied to the Infant Aid Society—being the 
argest suppliers of milk to that body. At 
the present moment, precisely 17 months 
from the time the dairy was established, the 
output is approximately 2,000 bottles per day. 
About 1,600 of these are delivered once daily 
to consumers in Dublin, and new orders are 
coming in almost every day. This may be 
regarded as proof of the increasing popularity 
of milk from tuberculin tested cows. 


133 Milch Cows, 


Operations were started at Connellmore 
with 22 cows; now there are 133 tubercle 
free cows in full milk. All are shorthorns, 
which are tested on coming into the herd, 
and it has been found that out of every five 
cows tested three are reactors. Only cows 
which pass the tuberculin test are taken into 
the herd, and re-tests are made every six 
months. Any cows which then react are 
immediately removed from the herd and their 
number eliminated from the Herd Book. One 
herd book is kept by Messrs. Counihan and 
another by their veterinary surgeon, Mr. J. 
Cosgrave. Both books are periodically in- 
spected by Mr. Peter Dolan, Chief Veterinary 
Officer, Dublin Corporation, in the interests 
of the Infant Aid Society. 

In the surrounding district, it is satisfac- 
tory to note, that the demand for this bottled 
milk has more than doubled since it was put 
upon the market. There are indications that 
it will grow still more. 


New Concrete Buildings. 


Apart from the 
herd, a great deal of 
done in the erection of suitable byres, 
a larger dairy and a much se 
bottling plant. Everything possible has 
been done to ensure cleanliness oí the sur- 
roundings and purity of the milk. 'Towards 
this end. personal attention to every detail 1s 
given by the Brothers Counihan. When the 
writer first visited this progressive dairy farm 
over a year ago the byre accommodation 
was ample for the trade then being done. 
Now there is a new byre with roomy accom- 
modation for seventy cows. This, like every 
other building in connection with the 
dairy, is of concrete, and was erected 
by Messrs. Counihan’s own workmen. It is 
120 feet long by 38 feet wide; is 9 feet -_ 
to the eaves and 16 feet to centre of roof. The 
fittings throughout are of tubular steel, and 
drinking water is laid on through the medium 
of automatic drinking bowls. The mangers 
are so arranged that all excess moisture 
drains off. In order to ensure “he best re- 
sults, the byres are regularly cleaned and 
washed, the manure being carried by a trolley 
wagon to a concrete pit, where it can readily 
be loaded up on farm carts. The trolley 
track is supported by reinforced concrete 
pillars. The washings from the byres are 
carried away by underground drains. 

In the newly-erected large byre there 1s a 
roomy headwalk for putting food into the 
mangers, a large space for the droppings, 
and a roomy centre walk from end to end 
over which the manure is conveyed. 

The milking is done by machinery, and the 
milkers wear clean white overalls.

New Cooling. Plant. 


The cooling, sterilising and bottling rooms 
are models of cleanliness, and to meet the 

rowing business considerable extensions have 
Sean made. A new house is being erected 
for the accommodation of two steam boilers, 
one of 30lb. and the other of 90lb. pressure. 

On being brought from the byres, the milk 
is passed through a cooling plant at the 
rate of 175 gallons per hour. To replace 
this machine there is being installed one of 
the latest Danish refrigerating plants with 
twin cylinder compressor and a capacity 01 
60,000 B.T.U. per hour. This will cool the 
milk from 95 degrees F. to approximately 
38 degrees F., at the rate of 330 gallons 
per hour. It is fitted with specially made 
covers to facilitate sterlising and to eliminate 
all danger of the milk being contaminated 
while passing over the apparatus. . 

At a later date it is intended to instal an 
automatic milk-bottling machine which will 
fll and seal pint and quart bottles at the 
rate of 2,200 bottles per hour. . 

Deliveries are made once daily, a start 
being made at 5 a.m. with that emesis Se 
milk and the milk of the night before. On 
account of its cleanliness and low bacterial 
count. this milk will keep sweet for several 
days if the bottle is not opened. The deli- 
very vans are attractively painted in a blue 
and gold design, and the vanmen are dressed 
in bright white overalls. | 

Special office accommodation is also being 
erected adjoining the roadside for the con- 
venience of the public. 

As all the available land is required for 
grazmg the cows and meadowing, there are 
only ten acres of tillage, but no impofted 
food is used, with the exception of cotton- 
seed meal, which is fed for the purpose of 
enriching the milk. The feed given to the 
herd twice daily consists of crushed oats, of 
which thirty barrels per week are used; beet 
pulp, pollard, bran, dried grains, cotton-seed 
meal and mangels, mixed together. Approxi- 
mately three tons of this mixture 1s consumed 
by the herd every day.

TURF CUTTING 
COMPETITIONS. 


NEXT SATURDAY’S EVENT, 
P RESIDENT DE VALERA will cut the 


first sod and inaugurate a turf-cutting 
competition which it has been planned 
to carry out on an extensive scale at Allen- 
wood, Robertstown, Co. Kildare, on Satur- 
day next. All the members of the Free State 
Executive Council, as well as deputies of all 
political parties have signified their intentioa 
of being present. | 
The competition, which is the first of its 
kind in this country, and probably in the 
world, has been organised by a representative 
committee, under the chairmanship of Major 
H. E. de Courcy Wheeler, on non-political 
lines, as a purely industrial and social event. 
Its objects are to popularise the usa of turf. 
The Allenwood bog was at one time a great 
forest, and even to-day trunks and branches 
of trees are discovered buried deep in the 
bog. The Allenwood bog is well served for 
— being intersected by the Grand 
Canal. Since the recent revival of the in- 
dustry, the bog roads have been improved 
and metalled, an innovation greatly appre- 
ciated by the cutters, who formerly experi- 
enced great difficulty in getting their carts, 
laden with dried sods, across the soft surface 
of the bog to the canal barges. 


Seven Contests. 


The programme of the competition, as ar- 
ranged for next Saturday, includes seven con- 
tests. Of these, the first two, devoted to 
‘breast slane’’ and “wing slane,’’ are of 
major importance. ‘* Breast slane’’ is the 
cutting of sods, eleven by four and a half 
inches, from the face of the bog with the 
special type of spade used by turf-cutters. 
“Wing silane ’’ involves cutting from a lower 
level and placing the sods to dry in a 
different part of the bog. i , 

There will also be a ‘“ footing” com- 
petition—the building of sods in small piles of 
twelve or so for drying; a ‘‘ camping ” con- 
test—the erection of sods in “ camp ” for. 
mation, so that the rain will ran off the 
rounded roof, and wind get in beneath to 
hasten the drying process; and a bog-clearing 
competition—the eating of the bog surface 
of the upper layers of earth and heather pre. 
liminary to the actual cutting operation, 


Veterans in Competition. 


*‘ Breast slane’’ and “ wing slane’”’ con- 
tests for veterans over sixty years of age will 
complete the programme. Each “' team ”’ 
entering for the various competitions will 
consist of three persons—a ‘‘ cutter,’’ a 
‘‘catcher’’ and a “ wheeler,’? who will wheel 
the finished sods in a barrow to a place where 
they can be stacked for drying. It is ex-

pected that at least fifty “ teams,” drawn 
mainly from the Midlands, will enter for the 
competition. 

The major award will be a silver perpetual 
challenge cup, presented by Messrs. Alex- 
ander Findlater and Co., Limited, Dublin, for- 
the “wing slane” competition. A cup for 
the “ breast slane’’ contest has. been offered 
by Messrs. Odlum and Odlum, flour millers, 
Naas, Co. Kildare. Money prizes of £4, £3 
and £2 will be awarded for each of the seven 
contests. . 

The President and members of the Execu- 
tive Council will be entertained to lunch in 
one of the marquees erected in the bog for 
the occasion. The No. 1 Army Band will be 
in attendance and play musical selections 
during the afternoon. The day will close 
with a ceilidhe and an aireadheact, at. which 
the pupils of Miss Peggy Medlar, Dublin, and 
from local dancing schools at Newbridge and 
Robertstown, will give displays of Irish 
dancing. 


Turf as a Fuel. 


In a recent speech, Mr. Lemass, Minister 
for Industry and Commerce, announced that 
the demand for peat as fuel had been eo 
encouraging last year that arrangements were 
being made to increase the output this year. 

As a fuel peat is very suitable for a sitting- 
room. In this connection it ig worthy’ of 
note that fireplaces in most of the Georgian 
houses seem to have been constructed more 
for the use of turf than coal. They are 
certainly roomy enough to burn turf satis- 
factorily. 

Modern fireplaces, except those of the 
basket type, are not quite suitable for peat 
fuel. On basket fireplaces the turf burns as 
easily as it does on tne hearth. The best 
kind of turf grate or fireplace has yet to be 
discovered, but we understand that the 
Industrial Research Council is investigating 
the matter.

PLEA FOR DUAL PURPOSE 
CATTLE. 


EXPERTS’ THEORIES 


QUESTIONED. 
Co. breeders in Ireland no less than 


those in Great Britain were startled by 

the recent declaration of Mr. Robert 
Bontflour that the present system of award- 
ing prizes at agricultural shows is all wrong, 
and has led to the retention of animals which 
are physically unfit to propagate their species. 
His belief is that higher milk yields could 
have been obtained long ago if prizes had 
been awarded to cows on their performances 
as milkers and not merely on appearance; 
and he condems the present system of show- 
ing cattle altogether. He is also opposed to 
the dual purpose cow, and this brings his 
ideas into direct opposition with the methods 
of stock-breeding generally practised in lre- 
land, 

It is emphasised by the secretary of the 
Red Poll Cattle Society, in voicing the wide- 
spread views of breeders of dual-purpose 
cattle, that more often than not half the 
annual crop of calves in any herd are bulls. 
As these must to a large extent be steered, 
it is essential they should be excellent for 
beef production. There is, however, as should 
be obvious, no chance of breeding such calves 
of this character from’ elongated, razor- 
backed, cock-tailed and flat-sided cows which 
Mr. Boutflour even favours for show prizes, 
as he has in effect stated, if they are big 
milk yielders. 


‘* Steaming Up *’ Condemned. 

It has not been for the improvement of 
cattle that there should have been recourse 
to the practices advocated by Mr. Boutflow 
for the increasing of milk production—forcing 
for higher and higher yields by _increased 


| concentrated rations; steaming up cows and 


| 


heifers and even milking them before calving ; 
sealing teats and massaging udders; and the 
housing.of cows at night, even in the summer, 
in order to avoid lower yields resulting from 
a chilly atmosphere, notwithstanding that it 
is predisposing cause of tuberculosis. 

Under this sort. of treatment is it any 
wonder that the dairy life of cows is, as Mr. 
Boutflour asserts, only 25 vears? It may be 
under such circumstances, but, if that figure 
was multiplied by three or four -times, it 
about represents the average age of a red 
poll cow, one of several excellent dual 
purpose breeds. 

So far from such cows being “ physiological 
freaks,’’ as Mr. Boutflour , stigmatised 
them, they fulfil the qualifications of not. only 
producing 10,000 gallons of milk in a hfe- 
time, but, mcreover, as regarded as essential 
by Mr. Boutflour, bring to their owners well 
over £100 from the steers they breed, which 
is not possible in the case of the ill-shaped, 
heavy-yielding cows lacking in constitution 
which r. Boutflour champions. 

Which is to be preferred—a herd of cows 
of this character, with a dairy life of 25 
years, to take Mr. Boutflour’s estimate, or a 
dual-purpose herd comprised of entirely full- 
fleshy cows averaging 824 gallons for the 
last ten years on home-grown concentrates, 
comprising 7lb. in the winter and 4lb. in 
the summer, and which in two years have 
produced 124 store steers to average £17 for 
an average of eighteen months? 

The ability of good: milking cows to pro- 
duce good beef is denied by Mr. Boutflour. 
He need only study the Smithfield Show 
records to find that the best baby red poll 
steer three years in succession was out of a 
1,000-gallon cow that has averaged over that 
quantity of milk for ten years consecutively, 
and that most of the winners of this breed 
in that Show were the progeny of 800 to 
1,000-galloners. C. H. CLARKE. 


SOLVING SURPLUS MILK 
PROBLEM. 


SWISS GOVERNMENT PLAN, 


HE success of a series of new regulations 
designed to solve the surplus milk 
problem is reported from Switzerland. 


\ The Swiss Federal Government, states a Berne 


message, now has in operation three means of 
meeting this problem, which has assumed 
serious proportions since the depression. Sub- 
sidies of between 100-120 Swiss francs, it is 
stated, are being paid for every head of older 
milk cattle slaughtered and canned. The 
meat is then sold by arrangement with the 
local authorities at reduced prices to the 
poor. Sausages and beef extracts are also 
produced from the carcases and distributed in 
a like manner. 

Apart from the slaughter programme, it is 
added, efforts are being made to stimulate the 
export of cattle. These range from State aid 
in the payment of transport costs in export, 
and the making of contributions towards the 
purchase price obtained for cattle to be ex- 

orted. Since the inception of the new plan, 
it is stated, 5,000 head of cattle have been 
slaughtered for canning and 8,000 head have 
been exported. 


FAT STOCK 
REORGANISATION. 


COW BEEF CANNING NOT 
ECONOMIC, 


PROPOUS of the foregoing, the report 
A of the Fat Stock Reorganisation Com- 

mittee, set up by Mr. Elliott, British 
Minister for Agriculture, sixteen months ago, 
is of interest. In this report certain recom- 
mendations are made.. These will be investi- 
gated by a Special Committee of the National 
Farmers’ Union, which will decide how much 
of the recommendations should be adopted. 
The Commission state that— 

The canning of low grade cow beef is not 
an economic proposition at present. 

Something should be done to prevent the 
annual loss of £500,000 on hides damaged by 
warble fly, and it is the view of the Com- 
mission that legislation will be required. 

The scheme proposed is for live stock 
generally, with the exception of bacon pigs 
under contract. 

It does not recommend the contract system 
or guaranteed minimum prices. 

Market services should be rationalised, with 
lists of approved auctioneers, dealers, butchers 
who buy live stock, and dead meat salesmen. 

Producers will have. to choose an auction 
mart and keep to it, and the Marketing Board 
will have power to bid, and thus break 
“ rin s.”’ 

Sales from farmer to farmer to be allowed, 
and all direct sales to butchers or through 
commission men to be on a dead weight basis.

HINTS ON SHOWING, 


S the Spring Show of the Royal Dublin 

Society at Ballsbridge will be in 

progress: when these notes again 
appear, it is appropriate to chat to-day 
about the preparation of birds for ex- 
hibition. At every show novices will appear 
who sometimes may have excellent quality 
birds, but because they are badly prepared, 
and consequently badly ‘* shown,” they bring 
no credit to their owners. The result often 
means discouragement for the disappointed 
exhibitor, who blames the judge or some other 
cause for what is really lack of care in pre- 
senting the birds. Experienced showers of 
poultry, just as good business people, will 
always display their stocks to the best ad- 
vantage. Any trouble taken to do so is well 
worth while ; for the poultry is to. the poultry 
farmer what the shop window is to the bus1- 
ness community, 


Preliminary Training. 


Since these notes are meant altogether for 
the amateur who is new to the art of show- 
ing—for we do not pretend to speak for the 
professional exhibitor—a few conditions for 
success may be observed. First of all, the 
birds selected for exhibition must conform to 
type. That means that they must have the 
correct shape and feather colour. The colour 
and shape of comb, wattles, beak and legs 
should also be as near as possible to stan- 
dard. Feathering should be clean and tight, 
with soft, silky appearance; the wings should 
be held close to the body, not drooping 
down. ‘The head should be fine, with short 
heak and prominent, bright eyes. The legs 
should be free of scaly-leg mite. They should 
be set wide apart. The -abdomen should be 
large and pliable, the pelvics thin and fine- 
boned, and the back broad and of propor- 
Linnate length. 

The birds for exhibition should be chosen 
some weeks in advance. If found conve- 
nient, they may be placed in separate roomy, 
well-littered exhibition pens or coops. If they 
are given a little preliminary training in 
these pens they will not be fmghtened when 
publicty shown. It is a good plan to accustom 
the birds to ‘‘ show off’’ by gently stroking 
them with a cane and coaxing them to the 
front of the pen with some tit-bits. If grass 
land is available the pens should be moved 
to a flesh place every two or three days. If 
it is found impossible to use individual pens. 
try keeping the birds in a run and petting 
them as mentioned. 


Importance of Good Grooming. 
Dark feather birds, like Rhodes, Red Sussex 


the preliminary training and attention to leis, 
feet and heads. A little rubbing down of the 


will bring out the gloss. Attention to the legs 
is very important, since a good pair seem to 
quickly catch the judge s eye. On a few occa 
sions, within a week or so of the show, the 
legs should be well washed. Do this by soak 
ing them in hot water for some minutes. Then 
scrub with Sunlight soap, applied with a s:ft 
nail-brush. With the point of a penkmife or 
the eye of a needle gently remove any dirt 
from underneath the edge of the scales. 
Scrub again, wipe dry in a clean cloth, rub 
in a very little sweet oil. Rub vigorously 
with a piece of rough flannel until a «0 
polish results, A tablespoonful of powdered 
borax added to the water when wash'ng 
yellow-shanked breeds greatly improves the 


| shade. 


Light-plumage birds require more elaborate 
preparation, if the feathers have become 
soiled. For white-feathered birds the best and 
only cleanser is a bath. This may be tedious 
if there are a number of birds, but when 
properly done the results justify the trouble 
taken. In the event of the first bath not 
proving a success, it should be given about 
ten days before the show, so that they may 
have a second if necessary. To give the bath 
have plenty of water, comfortably warm tu 
the hand. 


Completing the Toilet. 


as described, immerse the bird in the water. 
to which has been added a small packet of 
soap flake. Hold it there for five minutes. 
keeping the head out. Allow the feathers 
to become soaked to the roots, and then work 
the soapy water well under them until the 
feathers are lathered all over. Rinse until 
the lather comes away like foam. Then 
transfer the birds to a second bath of water, 
heated to about 96 degrees, and again rinse 
well, ruffling the hand through the feathers 
so as to remove all traces of soap. Repeat 
the process by rinsing in another supply of 
water just “ milk-warm ” and slightly tinged 
with blue. Well sponge the bird with the 
water, after which absorb as much as possible 
of the water in the sponge. 

Then remove the bird and wrap in an old, 
dry towel, but do not rub. When the towel 
has soaked up most of the moisture, place the 
hird in a coop or pen in front of a clear fire 
to dry. This will take from six to eight 
hours or more, and before the feathers are 
fully webbed out it will take nearly twenty- 
four hours. Take care to keep the bird 
turned around in the beginning so that it 
dries evenly all over. It is better to wash the 
birds in the evening, and if the next day is 
fine and sunny they can be placed in the sun 
for an hour. This helps to web out the 
feathers. The toilet of the bird is completed 
by washing face, comb and wattles in warm 
water and drying on a towel. Immediately 
before dispatch for show apply a little glyce- 
rine or a morsel of vaseline to comb and 
wattle to give the finishing touch.

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SHORTAGE OF 
RYEGRASS.

INCREASE IN COST OF 


SEEDING, 
Feirme who delay securing their re- 


quirements of grass seeds may find diffi- 

culty in obtaining full supplies of the 
principal seeds used in all mixtures—viz., 
the ryegrasses. The fact is seldom ap- 
preciated that Ireland grows the major pro- 
portion ‘of the ryegrass seed of the world, 
and that any shortage in the crop here is 
universally felt. 

Conditions last summer were not favour- 
able to the development of ryegrass seeds— 
either Italian or Perennial—and the produce 
from the latter was substantialiy below 
average. These seeds are now costing almost 
double last season’s prices, and as perennial! 
figures largely in almost every grass seed 


season be a little more costly—perhaps, 'n 
another way an added incentive to continued 
tillage. There is now a tariff of 2s. per cwt. 
on imported ryegrass seeds, but not on seeds 
of any other class. The Saorstat is virtually 
self-supporting so far as the growing of rye- 
grass seeds is concerned, so that in “price, 
at any rate, this tariff will not press heavily 
on farmers. 


Cheaper Grasses. 


On many soils, particularly on the lighter 
lands, the “ permanent ' grasses, as they are 
called, such as Timothy and Cocksfoot, can 
be used in larger proportions. These are 
comparatively cheap, and a few~pounds extra 
in a mixture for any land to be laid down 
for three years or more will make good any 
economy in perennial. The clovers also can 
this season be procured at reasonable rates, 
especially Wild White, a pound of which 
should be included whenever the laying down
